These accidents bring 
the number of people kil- 
led in rural traffic ac- 
cidents in Alabama this 
year to292 compared with 
297 killed during the same 
period of time last year.

When FBI Director J, 
Edgar Hoover died on 
Tuesday, May 2, the na- 
tion lost one of its gr- 
eatest men, fearless in 
the face of personal dan- 
ger and dedicated to the 
preservation of the Unit- 
ed States and the princi- 
ples on which our great 
country was founded -- 
in short, he was a true 
patriot, 

No other American pu- 
blic official has ever ser-

J, Edgar Hoover made

Edgar Hoover of using 
his position for personal

I have always fought 


against those who have 
tried through the years 
to create a national po- 
lice force, and I have 
always admired and sup- 
ported Mr, Hoovers’ con- 
sistent Opposition to 
every effort to use the 
FBI as the nucleus for 
such a force, He bel- 
ieved that a national po- 
lice force would be com- 
pletely foreign to our 
Federal systen of gov- 
ernment and would be the 
forerunner of a dis~ 
astrous end to our way 
of life, 

Mr. Hoover was in- 
terested in new ways to 
improve the Bureau’s op- 
erations and in assisting

Listening tothe twittering 
of some of my dovish fr- 
fends make me think that 
perhaps if they had been 
around in 1938 they would

It is not common know- 
ledge that supplies are 
coming into North Vietnam 
through the port of Haip- 
hong. According to var- 
ious news reports, there 
were 24 to 28 ships there 
before President Nixon 
made his _ historic an- 
nouncement, This is twice 
the average number, Those 
supplies and weapons of 
war that do not come by 
ship come through China 
by rait, 

There could have been 
no invasion of South Viet 
nam if it were not for 
the military supplies com- 
ing in from the Russian 
and Chinese Communists 
these included MIG fighters 
Surface to Air Missiles, 
Soviet anti aircraft wea- 
pons which were used to 
shoot at our planes once 
they got below the SAM 
missile danger radius, and 
the Russian made tanks 
which have been used to 


Spearhead the agression, 
Long range artillary, all 
Russian made, are also 
being used by the North 
Vietnameese, ~ 

Some of these doves 
would have us believe that 
the invasion is not by reg- 
ular army units of North 
Vietnam but by the Viet 
Cong who are little old men 
and women, and that they 
are putting these tanks to- 
gether in their hust in the 
Jungle. These Americans 
lasters completely ignore 
the fact that all these wea- 
pons have come from Rus- 
sia and China, and that 
the North Vietnameese in- 
vaders are being provided 
with ammunition by the So-~ 
viet Union, 

I have said this for a 
number of years, six at 
least; By cutting off the 
supplies coming into North 
Vietnam through the ports 
and by the railways, we can 
make sure there will be 
no agression into South 
Vietnam , They cannot 
succeed without outside 
help, The only way we 
can effectively stop the 
Communist agression and 
protect our American cit- 
izens who are there is to 
cut off the invader’s sup- 
plies. 

I would also like to re- 
ply tG-a statement made in 
Congress by a couple of 
my colleagues who use the 
spurious argument that 
mining the ports of Haip 
hong was too dangerous 
and that is why President 
Johnson did not do it, Ir 
is true he refused to cut 
off all military supplies 
to North Vietnam, He fail- 
ed to state what he did 
do, The alternative which 
he chose was to-send sev-

The legislation was ap~ 
proved by votes of 73 to 
24 in the House and 22 to 
11 in the Senate. It divides 
property intothree class- 
es and fixes the ratios of 
assessed value tofair and 
reasonable market value 
for collection of state and 
county ad valorem taxes. 

Classes and ratios are; 

.) Property of utilities, 
20 percent; (2) All prop- 
erty not otherwise class- 
ified, 25 percent; and (3) 
All agricultural, forest 
and residential property, 
15 percent, Rates of most 
counties would be the 
same under enabling leg- 
islation, although a few 
varied the ration, 

Judge William J. Lee, 
of Moulton is chairman 
of the Fair Share Tax 
Committee of Alabama, 
which is conducting a 
campaign for adoption of 
Amendment No, 1, The 
group is emphasizing that 
the law already passed 
provides that if the 
amendment is defeated, 
then a 30 percent across- 
the-board rate goes into 
effect. Thus homes and 
farms would be taxed at 
the same rate as utility 
companies, 

“This should be the 
easiest decision you ever 
had to make - -the choice 
between a 15 percent and 
a 30 percent tax rate on 
your home or farm,”’ the 
Committee statement 
said.
